quantities of potassium are introduced 
between clay layers to give the ma- 
terial its 
changed ' characteristics. 


They do this just as specks of glue 
sprinkled on the •'surface of one ply 
of wood will .bond a second ply to 
the first. 


Commercially,. Dr. Hauser's Alsifilm 


is in its infancy, -but it is expected 
that it will bejrhade to do mica's job 
satisfactorily iiiaa .short time. This 
sheet made of clay, combined with 
pigments, fabrics and paper, may be 
made into a permanent record material 
that can be printed' upon. Other ap- 
plications will "undoubtedly be deve- 
loped.

Axis Vessels 
Taken by U.S. 


66 Italian, German, 
Danish Ships 
Grabbed Sunday 


WASHINGTON -(/P)— The govem.- 


ment took over all Italian, German 
and Immobilized Danish 
ships 
in 


American territorial waters ships in 
American territorial waters over the 
week-end—66 vessels in all—after the 
naval Intelligence Service uncovered 
a systematic plot to sabotage the 28 
flying the Italian flag. 


Officials said 20 of the Italian snips 


had been quietly "put completely out 
of business" by their crews. The two 
German and 36 Danish vessels were 
taken over along with the Italian 
ships to. guard against similar acts 
by their crews. . 


The first action was taken against 


the Italian vessels late last night and 
early Sunday. The Danish ships were 
being taken over Sunday night—15 
in New York harbor, eight in Balti- 
more, three in Boston, two each in 
Philadelphia, Norfolk, Jacksonville and 
Los Angeles and one each at Port- 
land, Me., and Grays Harbor, Wash. 
No action was taken against several 
Danish ships which are in service out 
of American ports. 


Coast guardsmen boarded the vessels 


hauled down their colors and hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes in some cases, 
and removed the regular crews. 


The Italian skipper of one of the 


ships, the 6,113-ton freighter Mongioin 
at Houston, Tex., disclosed that or- 
ders to destroy his engines had come 
to him from the Italian naval at- 
tache in Washington. The latter, along 
with other officials at the Italian and 
German embassies refused to com- 
ment. 


Coast guardsmen encountered "some 


resistance" in boarding the 6,458-ton 
Italian vessel Confidenza at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., headquarters here disclos- 
ed, but no details were given. When 
Coast Guardsmen later went to board 
the German freighter Arauca at Port 
Everglades, Fla., a machine gun was 
taken along. 


The other German ship taken into 


custody was the tanker Pauline Frie- 
derich, at Boston. The Italian ships 
were at 13 ports on the east arid 
west coasts, at Cristobal, Canal zone, 
and at San Juan, Puerto Rico.
